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HE deliberations of ’89 are short, and with¬ 
out the assistance of an efficiency expert, 
they reach conclusions, and get results. 
Perhaps we of ’89 are all efficiency ex¬ 
perts without knowing it. 

Anyway: At the Annual Dinner at 
the St. Botolph Club last March, Presi¬ 
dent Thurber addressed the Classmates assembled in measures 
mingled of Demosthenes and Willum Jings Bryan, and spoke 
in part (as we say), as follows: “This year is our Thirty- 
Fifth—how about it?” 

A short discussion followed, but a roll call was not neces¬ 
sary to obtain the sense of the meeting, which was: (1) that 
there should be a Reunion, (2) that the last meeting at Wianro 
was satisfactory, (3) that the President, Secretary, and Treas¬ 
urer be empowered to do as they jolly well pleased as long 
as they did the work. And so, with three rousing cheers, 
we parted, confident of having laid the burden where it wouldn’t 
bother us until it came time to cough up. 

Lovely Spring came, and fanned our brows with the breath 
of Promise of Blossoms, and before we had time to look up 
last year’s straw hat, Treasurer Hunt sent us a little letter 
saying that the Treasury was low, and that now is the time 
for all good men to come to the aid of the Party. So we 
knew that doings were on, and Kilham’s circular, combining 
hard-boiled information with the flowers of poesy (his own 
and some of the lesser poets’), confirmed our confidence in 
our leaders. 

The morning of Friday, June 6, was made to the order 
of ’89, and if Kilham hadn’t had other business to attend to, 
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beyond doubt it would have called forth at least a quatrain 
of praise. But there was business, and Lewis, in charge of 
transportation, was early at his post before the Boston Public 
Library, to receive and instruct us. It seemed that in response 
to his inquiries as to who would drive to Wianno in his own 
car, and who (presumably flivverless) would like a seat in 
somebody else’s car, ’89 rose as one man and unanimously 
elected to be pas;engers and not drivers. This would appear 
to produce a condition of “as you were” rather than of prog¬ 
ress, but that prompt grasp of a difficult situation that has ever 
marked the Class of ’89 immediately produced the answer, 
and the “Royal Splendor” was chartered for the overland

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voyage. Your historian is not an expert of motor vehicles, 
but to his dazzled eyes she appeared to be about forty feet over 
all, and eight feet beam, with considerable after overhang. Her 
sharp entrance, full midship section and easy run gave promise 
(and fulfilled it) of speed combined with carrying capacity. 
Her cabin accommodations were in keeping with her external 
beauties, and as her skipper luffed her up to the sidewalk and 
backed her main tops’l, an involuntary cheer broke from the 
interested populace and others. 

Meanwhile ’89 was arriving in Copley Square. Lewis and 
Laws were first, Wales rose up out of the Subway, Mott came 
smiling through the busy traffic, and Bliss of the Providence 
Plantations had left its corporations to make out their own tax 
returns for a few days. Fiske and Underhill worked their 
way through the excited throng, and Smvthe arrived in the 
only ’89 car, three days out from Elyria, bound for Wianno, 
and with signals set for a pilot. Wales signed on with him 
for the voyage (as supercargo, some said), and just after eleven 
they got under way with a fair wind and tide, followed shortly 
by the “Royal Splendor,” whose quota was filled by Kilham’s 
arrival. Not far out of Boston the “Royal Splendor” hove to 
and impressed Able Seaman Thurber from the ship “Baker’s 
Chocolate.” 

The sailing orders were to proceed to South Duxbury, pick 
up Hunt at his house, and to take lunch at the “Wayside”; 
and just here he and Kilham had worked a little jest on us. 
For on arriving at Hunt’s, where our large Class Banner was 
displayed, we were welcomed to a real party and a “regular” 
feast—Duxbury clam broth with whipped cream, fried chicken 
and all the fixins, and all our doubts and fears as to a broiled 
live lobster from the United States Rubber Company served at 
a Soconv Motor Inn were dispelled. To Hunt, and Mrs. Hunt 
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and Miss Helen, not forgetting the dog, Nora, ’89 expresses 
joyful appreciation and a determination to come again; indeed, 
it looked for a while as if the Reunion would stand pat on 
Duxbury, and refuse to move. 

But we finally hoisted sail and stood down the fairway for 
the last leg of the voyage, the “Royal Splendor” leading. Some¬ 
where south of Plymouth the road was under repair, and 
Smythe’s light cruiser took the lead, her crew enjoying the 
magnificent spectacle of the “Splendor” rising to the heavy 
broken seas, and dashing the spray from her bows. At the

she having aboard the only qualified pilots, and so we finally 
drew up before the Wianno Club. 

Here we found Gleason and Spaulding, and were shown 
to our headquarters in a separate house (which ’89 exclusively 
occupied—and filled), and while we were getting settled, Cart¬ 
wright and Howard, earlier arrivals, came in and assisted, 
followed shortly by Borden and Warner. A bit later, Hollis 
French, Hobbs, and Bridges arrived via West Barnstable, and 
Kunhardt and E. V. French by motor. We also had as guest 
Orville B. Denison, ’11, Executive Secretary of the Alumni 
Association, and Prescott, ’94, brought us greetings from his 
class in Reunion at East Bay Lodge. 

Being by now all set for dinner, we proceeded to the main 
Clubhouse, where we filled a long table and satisfied ourselves 
as to quantity and quality of the Club rations. After dinner, 
the weather having turned a bit cool and showery, we adjourned 
to our own house, and built a fire in “the room with a fire¬ 
place.” It was believed to be Spaulding’s room, but that seemed 
to be no reason why we shouldn’t have our Smoker there, so 
we did. 

Denison spoke to us most interestingly of his work all over 
the country with the various Technology Clubs, and of the 
Alumni and the Institute, and plans for their closer relations. 
Of present conditions at the Tech—Faculty, staff, and student, 
and the student at work, and in his more social activities, and 
in the dormitories and Fraternity houses. All of which is 
vastly different from our day, when we roomed on Columbus 
Avenue, or sprinted across the Common from the old Lowell 
or Eastern stations to Rogers Building. Denison didn’t make 
the actual award, but we knew that we all had won the 
honorary degree of “Old Timer.” 
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Then Cartwright read a thoughtful paper on “Life on the 
Farm,” supplementing his remarks on the same subject at 
Saybrook ten years ago (that was a party!), and he showed 
clearly that a Krag-Jorgenson overshoots on a downhill shot 
when the farmer is protecting his orchard from deer. 

And Kilham read a contribution from Frank Field, who, 
though he was with the Class only a short time, has always 
kept in touch with us through the Secretary. It seems to de¬ 
scribe us of the Class of ’89—here it is: 

YOUTH 

Youth is not a time of life; it is a state of mind. It is not a 
matter of ripe cheeks, red lips, and supple knees; it is a temper of 
the will, a quality of the imagination, a vigor of the emotions. It 
is the freshness of the deep springs of life. 

Youth means a temperamental predominance of courage over 
timidity, of the appetite for adventure over the love of ease. This 
often exists in a man of fifty more than in a boy of twenty. 

Nobody grows old by merely living a number of years. People 
grow old only by deserting their ideals. 

Years wrinkle the skin; but to give up your enthusiasm wrinkles 
the soul. 

Worry, doubt, self-distrust, fear, and despair, these are the 
long, long years that bow the heart and turn the greening spirit 
back to dust. 

Whether sixty or sixteen, there is in every human being’s heart 
the lure of wonder, the sweet amazement at the stars, and at 
starlike things and thoughts, the undaunted challenge of events, 
the unfailing childlike appetite for what next, and the joy of the 
game of living. You are as young as your faith, as old as your 
doubt; as young as your self-confidence, as old as your fear; as 
young as your hope, as old as your despair. 

In the central place of your heart is an evergreen tree; its 
name is Love. So long as it flourishes you are young. When it 
dies you are old. In the central place of your heart is a wireless 
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station. So long as it receives messages of beauty, hope, cheer, 
grandeur, courage, and power from God and from your fellow 
men, so long are you young. 

Then Wales recited what happened when we were Forty 
Days out from New Bedford, and this time he succeeded in 
getting the size of the Mate’s tears properly described, and in 
the right place. 

And Cartwright w T arbled melodiously as to the delights of 
a Husking Bee on his Old Home Farm, till most of us be= 
lieved we really belonged in a village, and were on the point 
of shedding tears because we were detained in the Great 
City. 

Denison had told us of Tech’s rowing prowess, and Howard 
started what developed into a good discussion of the idea of 
Tech having sailing races in the Basin. This would not only 
be good sport into which many could enter, and a decided 
addition to the use and beauty of the Basin, but with our own 
School of Naval Architecture right on the beach, so to speak, 
what better opportunity could be had for experiment in a 
minor branch of marine design? We were pleased with the 
idea, regretted that it had not come in our time, and hoped 
that it might be developed into an actuality. 

Then we just talked, and Spaulding’s room, so-called, got 
thicker and thicker with smoke, and we talked some more, 
and somebody thought he’d go to bed but didn’t, and we talked 
some more, and perhaps somebody did go to bed, but there 
was a bit more to talk about, and by-and-by, all over the house 
in their “evening clothes,” ’89, still talking, gradually sub¬ 
sided, until finally one’s roommate answered not. 

Saturday—a fine day, as it should be, found us at breakfast 
in reasonable time- Then some to the links, some pn an ex> 
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cursion to Cotuit, and some for a walk and a visit to ’94. 
Gleason took a swum, the one and only. Luncheon drew us 
together again, and the afternoon brought the excitement of 
the departure of Hobbs and Howard per Cartwright’s motor 
and Hollis French per local motor for the West Barnstable 
station, homebound. Spaulding went along with Cartwright 
to show his confidence in him, it is supposed, but he showed 
little inclination to talk of the trip when interviewed later. 

After their departure, the “Royal Splendor” took us for a 
cruise about the Cape—Hyannis, Yarmouth, Dennis, etc.—

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and on our return, passing ? 94’s headquarters, we picked up 
Cartwright, Spaulding (the survivors from the West Barn¬ 
stable trip), and Stone, who had come on in the train and 
found them at the station. 

A rather swell dinner awaited us at the Club, and ’89 
fearlessly attacked lobster, strawberries, whipped cream, and 
ice cream in succession. Such is the faith of youth, a faith 
justified.
